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Mohler:  Pope  has  convictions,  but  theology  is  wrong 


LOUISVILLE,  Ky.  (BP)  —  Pope 
Benedict  XVI  should  be  admired  for 
his  level  of  conviction  but  not  for  the 
particulars  of  his  theological  views, 

R.  Albert  Mohler  Jr.  wrote  April  15  in 
an  online  dialogue  about  faith  spon¬ 
sored  by  The  Washington  Post  and 
Newsweek  magazine. 

Mohler,  president  of  Southern 
Seminary  in Louisville,  Ky.,  is  one  of 
more  than  60  panelists  who  post 
responses  on  the  Internet  to  religious 
questions  posed  at  least  once  a  week. 

The  forum,  known  as  On  Faith,  is 
hosted  by  Newsweek  managing  edi¬ 
tor  Jon  Meacham  and  Washington 
Post  writer  Sally  Quinn. 

Pope  Benedict,  visiting  the 
United  States  for  the  first  time 
since  his  election  as  pontiff  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  Oturch  three 
years  ago,  was  in  Washington  April  Mn 

15-16,  including  a  visit  with 
President  Bush  at  the  White  House, 
and  in  New  York  April  18-20. 

Commenting  on  the  pope's  statements  last  July 
that  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  is  the  only  true 
church,  Mohler  said  Benedict's  declaration  was  not 
unexpected  and  even  reflects  his  concern  for  the 
souls  of  non-Catholics. 

"The  secular  press  and  a  good  many  non-Catholic 
church  leaders  expressed  outrage  and  offense  at  the

Some  Asians  in  foe  United  States 
apparently  are  expressing  their 
preference  for  sons  by  using  sex- 
selection  abortions  to  produce 
male  babies.  A  new  examination 
of  foe  2000  US.  census  showed 
an  increase  in  foe  births  of  sons  of 
Chinese,  Korean,  and  Asian 
Indian  parents  after  they  have 
one  or  two  daughters,  according  1999,  they  said 
to  RedOrbit  an  online  science, 
space,  health  and  technology  site. 

The  authors  of  foe  research, 
published  March  31  in  foe 
Proceedings  of  foe  National 
Academy  of  Sciences,  said  their 
findings  suggested  that  "in  a  sub¬ 
population  with  a  traditional  son 
preference,  foe  technologies  are 
being  used  to  generate  male 
births  when  preceding  births  are 
female,"  RedOrbit  reported.
